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DETAILED ACTION 

Oath/Declaration 

This application presents a claim for subject matter not originally claimed or 
embraced in the statement of the invention. The newly presented claims and amended 
claims now require exclusive use of plastic, and claim 8 broadens the subject matter 
claimed by omission of some originally claimed features. A supplemental oath or 
declaration is required under 37 CFR 1 .67. The new oath or declaration must properly 
identify the application of which it is to form a part, preferably by application number and 
filing date in the body of the oath or declaration. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 -1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Applicant fails to cite any support whatsoever for the added limitations and newly 
added claims. 
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Claim 1 has been amended to include the use of plastic material "exclusively," 
however; the original specification fails to disclose such a limitation. Any negative 
limitation or exclusionary proviso must have basis in the original disclosure. See MPEP 
2173.05(i). Further in the claim the inlet deflector and the outlet deflector are also newly 
required to be "exclusively" formed of the plastic material, but there is no support for 
this. 

New claim 4 requires the blade to be planer and new claim 5 requires the blade 
to be rectangular. These new claims clearly are unsupported by the original disclosure. 

New independent claim 8 also requires the exclusive use of plastic, but as stated 
above, this is unsupported by the original disclosure. Further new independent claim 8 
has been presented without the "single printing and injection production phase" 
originally presented in sole independent claim 1 . The broadening of the invention in this 
regards is unsupported by the original disclosure. 

New claim 9 requires the blade to be planer and new claim 10 requires the blade 
to be rectangular. These new claims clearly are unsupported by the original disclosure. 

Claims 2-3 and 6 depend on claim 1 and fail to cure the deficiencies thereof and 
are accordingly also deficient with respect to the written description requirement. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 2 and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim uses reference numerals following recited claim elements, however, 
the reference numerals are not commensurate through the claim, and do not 
correspond to the drawings, either. See line reciting "outlet deflector (2)" 

Claim 8 recites "a second inlet deflector (2)" however the drawings identify the 
numeral "2" with the blade. 

Further claim 8 requires the first and second deflectors and mobile equipment to 
be "formed exclusively of a same plastic material," however it is unclear if each of the 
deflectors and mobile equipment are made of the same plastic material or additionally if 
they are only made of plastic. Such an interpretation is deemed relevant with respect to 
the cited Tacklind et al. reference having the magnet 92 within the rotor 82. 

Examiner Note/Response to Arguments 

Office policy set forth in MPEP 2163.06 guides the examiner to still consider the 
new subject matter added to the claims in making rejections based on prior art in the 
event Applicant is able to overcome the new matter rejection. Presently, a new search 
has not been competed on the newly claimed subject matter, and the previously cited 
references seem to be deficient in precluding issuance of the amended and newly 
presented claims after Applicant was supplied with the examiner-deemed pertinent 
references.
